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THE  QUEEN  OF  MY  COLLECTION.

I  first  collected  coins  in  my  school  days  and  my  favourite  schoolboy  day-dream 
was  the  discovery  of  an  “  unusual  ”  coin.  I  dreamed  of  finding  a  variety  which 
nobody  had  spotted  before,  perhaps  some  die-maker’s  error  which  had  patiently 
waited  a  few  hundred  years  to  be  detected  just  by  me.  When  1  grew  older  these 
ambitions  slowly  but  surely  faded  away,  and  knowing  the  way  in  which  coin  dealers 
carefully  scrutinize  the  coins  passing  through  their  hands  I  quite  gave  up  hope  of 
finding  anything  unusual  when  obtaining  a  new  coin  for  my  collection. 

Recently  I  bought  a  gold  double  crown  of  James  I — a  comparatively  common 
denomination — and  I  really  did  not  expect  any  surprises  with  this  coin.  I  had  always 
admired  James,  that  rather  pompous  advertising  manager,  who  had  put  on  this 
handsome  little  coin  the  slogan  henricvs  rosas  regna  jacobvs  (Henry,  the  roses; 
James,  the  realms),  leaving  it  to  the  imagination  of  the  reader  to  insert  the  word 
“  united  ”  in  this  typical  Jacobean  publicity  motto. 

But,  believe  it  or  not  (and  you  will  find  it  illustrated  on  the  front  cover  of  this 
Bulletin),  on  my  particular  coin  the  inscription  clearly  states: 

HENRICVS  ROSAS  REGINA  IACOBVS 

The  historians  have  blamed  King  James  I  for  many  things,  but  surely  no  one 
ever  accused  him  of  “  uniting  the  Queen.”  It  seems  that  the  engraver  was  so  used 
to  cutting  the  word  regina  on  to  dies  used  during  the  long  reign  of  Elizabeth  I, 
the  previous  monarch,  that  at  one  point  his  concentration  lapsed  and  the  resulting 
error  has  made  history — and  fulfilled  for  me  a  life-long  ambition. 

As  the  die  engraver  responsible  ma  y  only  have  been  working  on  reverse  dies  (the 
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obverse  of  this  coin  is  struck  from  a  die  with  mintmark  grapes  altered  to  mintmark 
coronet)  one  can  readily  understand  how  he  came  to  make  the  mistake.  I  would  be 
interested  to  hear  of  any  other  coins  where  the  word  regina  appears  in  place  of 
REGNA. 


COINS  AND  ARCHAEOLOGY  IN  BRITAIN.

IV.  Collapse,  A.D.  220-290. 

So  far  in  this  survey  the  links  between  archaeology  and  numismatics  have  been 
traced  through  the  first  three  centuries  of  coin-using  Britain.  This  brings  us  to 
the  financial  and  political  chaos  of  the  late  third  century.  For  the  historian  this 
period  is  black  indeed — the  only  contemporary  source  is  the  collection  of  Roman 
scandals  known  as  the  Historia  Augusta.  This  is  far  from  reliable  and  can  only  be 
used  by  the  historical  numismatist  with  very  great  care.  The  uncertainty  of  the 
historical  record  means  in  turn,  an  uncertainty  in  numismatic  dating  in  all  but  the 
coins  of  the  central  Empire.  In  Britain  and  North  Europe  in  general,  the  coins  of 
the  Gallic  and  British  usurpers  are  often  more  common,  and,  therefore,  when  securely 
dated,  are  of  more  use  than  the  rarer  official  issues.  We  are  now  in  a  period  where  all 
three  disciplines,  history,  archaeology  and  numismatics  are  somewhat  uncertain, 
and  each  has  to  help  the  others. 

The  standard  of  coinage  fell  gradually  from  about  a.d.  240  until  by  260  only  the 
base  silver  antoninianus  remained.  Round  about  259  troubles  began  when  Postumus 
became  Emperor  at  Cologne.  At  the  same  time  Saloninus,  young  son  of  Gallienus, 
was  killed,  and  Gaul,  Britain,  and  probably  also  Spain,  were  lost  to  the  Central 
Roman  Empire  for  about  ten  years.  Numismatics  tell  us  that  the  coins  of  Postumus 
are  relatively  common,  in  fact  perhaps  the  most  numerous  of  all  the  Gallic  Emperors’ 
coins,  which  suggests  a  long  reign.  This  is  supported  historically,  and  archaeology, 
in  Britain  at  least,  suggests  that  the  formation  of  this  “  Empire  in  miniature  ”  had 
little  effect  on  every  day  life.  Most  of  the  sites  which  have  remains  of  this  period 
tend  to  show  a  population  who  were  letting  things  slide.  This  began  early  on  in 
the  century  and  carried  on  till  about  a.d.  296  when  Constantius  I  reclaimed  the 
province  for  Rome.  The  upheavals  in  the  Imperial  palaces  in  Trier  and  Cologne 
when  Postumus  died,  and  at  least  two  short  lived  usurpers  followed  him,  Laelianus 
and  Marius,  pass  almost  unnoticed  in  Britain  and  the  site  records  show  a  gradual 
transition  through  the  coins  of  Victorinus  to  those  of  the  final  Gallic  Emperors,  the 
Tetrici. 

Coins  and  archaeology  once  again  combine  to  give  a  rough  idea  of  the  relations 
between  Britain  and  the  central  Empire.  A  brief  look  at  the  coin  list  of  any  Roman 
site  shows  that  the  regular  Roman  issues  of  Gallienus  and  especially  Claudius  II 
were  coming  into  the  country  in  numbers  far  exceeding  those  of  the  Gallic  Empire. 
It  seems  generally  agreed  that  Claudius  II  and  Victorinus  were  reigning  for  roughly 
the  same  time  (a.d.  268-270),  but  the  issues  of  Claudius  in  Britain,  even  discounting 
the  Consecratio  coins,  always  outnumber  those  of  his  Gallic  counterpart.  Similarly 
those  of  Gallienus’  sole  reign  (a.d.  260-268)  outnumber  those  of  his  counterpart 
Postumus  (a.d.  259-268).  However  on  the  accession  of  the  reforming  Aurelian  to 
the  central  Empire  the  archaeological  picture  is  completely  reversed.  Coins  of  the 
Tetrici  are  often  100  times  more  common  that  those  of  Aurelian  (comparing  official 
issues  of  each),  for  in  site  finds  of  thousands  of  coins  Aurelian  is  usually  represented 
by  five  or  ten,  while  the  Tetrici  may  account  for  several  hundreds.  Although 
Aurelian  seems  to  have  reformed  the  standard  of  the  coinage  this  cannot  account  in 
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toto  for  the  tremendous  numerical  reversal,  and  it  is  hard  not  to  suggest  that  after 
reconquering  Gaul  his  hold  on  Britain  existed  in  the  letter  of  the  law  far  more  than 
in  the  spirit.  In  the  coinage  at  least  a  virtual  Iron  Curtain  seems  to  have  descended 
across  the  channel  only  to  be  lifted  in  296  by  Constantius  I.  As  usual  not  all 
evidence  agrees,  and  a  recently  discovered  hoard  of  several  thousands  of  coins  of 
the  central  Empire  of  a.d.  270-287,  not  yet  fully  examined  or  published,  seems  to 
show  that  a  good  supply  of  these  coins  was  available  to  certain  people  who  wanted 
them,  and  knew  where  to  get  them. 

This  temporary  block  in  monetary  communications  must  in  some  way  tie  up  with 
the  most  controversial  topic  of  Romano-British  numismatics — that  of  the  Barbarous 
Radiates.  Several  writers  have  had  much  to  say  on  the  subject  especially  Dr. 
Sutherland,  P.  V.  Hill,  and  Dr.  Kent.  There  are  several  other  protagonists  in  the 
ring  but  the  points  of  view  may  be  summarized  as  two.  One  party  would  split  the 
Barbarous  Radiates  into  two  groups,  one  contemporary  with  the  radiate  prototypes, 
the  second,  a  late  fourth  century  group  of  minimi.  The  opposing  party,  and  especially 
Dr.  Kent,  put  forward  sound  reasons  for  including  all  Barbarous  Radiates  as  contem¬ 
porary  with  the  original  issues.  The  problem  of  fifth  century  minimi,  whether 
radiates  or  no,  will  be  referred  to  again,  but  it  is  worth  expanding  a  little  on  the  cases 
for  and  against  the  full  sized  radiate. 

In  what  is  still  the  only  survey  of  Roman  coins  in  Britain  to  date  (Coinage  and 
Currency  in  Roman  Britain)  Dr.  Sutherland  is  in  favour  of  at  least  some  Barbarous 
Radiates  being  struck  in  the  fifth  century.  His  strongest  point  is  the  inclusion  of 
such  coins  in  hoards  which  also  include  coins  of  the  late  fourth  century.  This 
suggests  a  late  fourth  or  early  fifth  century  date  for  their  deposition.  One  would 
hardly  expect  small  unofficial  coins  to  continue  in  circulation  for  nearly  one  hundred 
years  so  that  any  such  coins  in  late  hoards  were  probably  struck  near  the  time  when 
the  hoards  were  buried.  On  more  disputed  ground,  several  people  claim  that  some 
radiate  minimi  have  reverses  which  depend  for  their  origin  on  fourth  century  types 
such  as  the  Fallen  Horseman  of  the  Constantinian  “  Fel  Temp,”  and  the  Emperor 
and  Captive  from  the  later  “  Gloria  Romanorum.”  These  can  therefore  not  have 
been  struck  before  their  prototypes. 

The  opposing  school  do  not  accept  the  theory  of  a  radiate  obverse  and  a  fourth 
century  reverse.  Dr.  Kent  considers  that  the  radiate  minimi  in  late  hoards  can  be 
accounted  for  on  the  idea  of  survival  and  points  to  far  more  numerous  hoards  where 
the  minimi  are  contemporary  with  their  official  prototypes.  A  strong  point  in  his 
argument  is  the  fact  that  all  Barbarous  Radiates  of  all  shapes,  sizes,  and  grades  of 
decline  are  represented  in  the  Verulamium  theatre  hoard,  dated  by  archaeological 
evidence  to  a.d. 300.  Some  archaeologists,  however,  are  unwilling  to  accept  this 
dating  and  consider  the  date  of  the  hoard  open  to  question.  This  is  dangerous 
ground  indeed,  but  it  may  be  fair  to  suggest  that  such  criticism  of  archaeological 
work  for  purely  numismatic  ends  is  hardly  within  the  rules ;  unless  an  archaeological 
fault  can  be  found  in  the  dating  itself,  or  the  use  to  which  materials  have  been  put 
for  dating  purposes,  the  given  date  must  be  accepted  for  the  present.  Many  theories 
can  greatly  be  helped,  in  the  case  of  Mycaenean  tablets  as  in  the  case  of  radiate 
minimi,  by  choosing  to  disregard  archaeological  data,  but  unless  there  are  very 
substantial  grounds  for  doing  this,  only  a  state  of  intellectual  anarchy  can  result. 
One  further  point  in  the  Kent  armoury  is  that  of  overstriking.  In  the  case  of 
Barbarous  Radiates  so  far  observed  only  overstrikes  on  coins  earlier  than  a.d.  300 
have  been  found.  If  radiates  were  indeed  struck  in  the  fifth  century  overstrikes  on 
later  coins  should  sometime  come  to  light. 

As  these  notes  are  supposed  to  reflect  the  interlocking  of  archaeology  with  the 
study  of  coins  it  would  be  wrong  to  pass  on  to  fourth  century  coinage  without 
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mentioning  the  archaeological  views  on  the  question.  These  are  at  present  fairly 
simple.  Most  archaeologists  at  present  assume  that  Barbarous  Radiates  give  a  third 
century  date.  The  stratified  and  dated  minimi  is  a  very  rare  bird,  particularly  if 
radiate,  and  occurs  very  seldom;  usually  it  is  found  in  the  initial  clearing  of  topsoil, 
so  that  apart  from  suggesting  that  it  is  very  late  the  excavator  can  add  little  to  the 
discussion.  As  more  excavators  become  aware  of  these  numismatic  problems,  and 
note  in  what  context  all  their  irregular  coin  finds  occur  a  corpus  of  material  will 
gradually  build  up  from  which  some  definite  picture  should  emerge.  Here  numis¬ 
matics  waits  for  archaeology  to  provide  full  supporting  evidence  for  its  arguments. 

This  very  short  review  of  a  very  thorny  problem  can  only  give  a  few  ideas  on 
the  two  points  of  view — the  arguments  will  occur  again  later,  but  meanwhile  the 
currency  and  archaeology  of  fourth  century  Britain  intervene. 

RE-ORGANIZATIQN. 

Over  the  past  eight  weeks  or  so  our  premises  have  been  redecorated,  and  we 
look,  and  feel,  all  the  better  for  it.  It  has,  however,  meant  a  considerable  dislocation 
of  our  normal  routine.  This  has  resulted  in  delays  in  dealing  with  correspondence, 
and  it  has  also  meant  that  for  several  weeks  some  series  of  coins  have  not  been 
available  for  sale.  Our  bienniel  Stocktaking  during  the  first  week  of  August  has 
also  prevented  us  from  attending  to  clients’  orders  as  promptly  as  we  should  have 
liked  to  have  done. 

We  are  now  gradually  getting  back  to  normal,  but  we  shall  not  be  our  usual 
efficient  selves  until  our  new  telephone  exchange  is  installed  by  the  Post 
Office,  which  will  connect  us  to  our  new  and  additional  premises  at  No.  61  Gt. 
Portland  Street.  Our  Counting  House  (accounts),  Bulletin  Mailing  Dept.,  and 
other  clerical  staff  have  now  been  moved  next-door-but-one,  third  floor.  This 
allows  us  to  breathe  a  little  more  easily  at  No.  65,  where  we  were  getting  very 
cramped. 

Mr.  Hine  and  the  War  Medal  Department  now  have  a  room  of  their  own  on  our 
top  floor  (Staff  Officers  have  to  be  as  fit  as  Other  Ranks  to  negotiate  the  stairs !). 

Mrs.  Bussell  now  has  all  the  British  copper  coins  and  tokens  in  a  separate  room 
on  the  second  floor.  With  the  long  awaited  publication  of  our  new  British.  Copper 
Coins  and  their  Values  {Part  /)  she  is  likely  to  be  kept  pretty  busy  for  the  next  few 
months. 

Seaby’s  Numismatic  Publications  sales  are  now  being  dealt  with  by  Mr.  Peter 
Jones  in  the  enquiry  office  on  the  first  floor. 

Mr.  David  Sear  is  back  with  the  Ancient  Dept,  on  the  Roman  series,  after 
having  been  seconded  to  the  English  Dept,  for  some  months. 

BRITISH  COPPER  COINS  AND  THEIR  VALUES. 

PART  I :  REGAL  COINS.

Ready  at  last!  At  least,  Part  I,  which  deals  with  the  coinage  proper  of  England, 
Scotland,  Ireland  and  the  islands,  is  now  ready.  Our  Catalogue  of  the  Copper  Corns 
and  Tokens  of  the  British  Isles ,  which  was  published  in  1949,  has  been  out  of  print 
for  several  years  and  we  did  not  prepare  a  new  edition  immediately  as  we  thought 
it  best  to  await  the  new  standard  work  by  Mr.  C.  Wilson-Peck,  which  has  been 
produced  as  a  British  Museum  Catalogue. 
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1  his  first  part  has  been  designed  to  a  new  format  so  that  it  will  conveniently  lit 
the  pocket,  and  it  has  been  printed  on  art  paper  with  photographic  half-tone 
illustrations  which  collectors  should  find  much  superior  to  the  line  drawings  used 
in  our  earlier  catalogue.  Fioofs  have  been  included,  but  not  patterns,  and  in  most 
cases  prices  have  been  given  for  two  grades  of  condition.  There  are  108  pages, 
172  half-tones  and  22  line-blocks. 

Part  II,  which  covers  the  token  coinage  of  the  17th,  18th  and  19th  Centuries, 
is  in  preparation,  but  will  not  be  ready  for  several  months.  It  will  include  a 
comprehensive  listing  of  the  18th  and  19th  Century  tokens  which  were  issued  for 
circulation  as  token  coinage,  but  those  pieces  issued  for  collectors  rather  than  for 
money  have  been  omitted  in  most  cases.  The  17th  Century  tokens  listed  will  only 
be  a  very  small  selection,  as  a  complete  listing  of  nearly  15,000  pieces  would  have 
made  the  catalogue  far  too  unwieldy,  and  in  any  case  this  series  is  in  the  process  of 
being  relisted  in  the  Bulletin.

My  cousin  Athene,  who  knows  his  way  around  the  Middle  Sea,  reports  that  a  large 
gathering  of  numismatists  will  be  converging  on  Rome  for  the  International  Numismatic 
Congress  being  held  there  from  the  11th  to  the  16th  of  September.

Incidentally,  what  is  the  collective  noun  for  a  gathering  of  numismatists  ?  A  hoard  ? 
An  issue  ?

To  specialize  or  not  to  specialize,  that  is  the  question  that  must  exercise  most  collectors 
at  one  stage  or  another.  Perhaps  the  solution  is  to  have  two  collections — one  specialist, 
for  detailed  study  and  research;  and  another,  general  collection,  for  the  widening  of  one’s 
interests  and  general  knowledge. 

If,  for  instance,  you  collect  U.S.  “  Indian  Heads  ”  you  might  consider  adding  the  Rajahs, 
Maharajahs  and  Sultans  of  the  great  sub-continent  to  your  collection  of  scalps.  If,  in  the 
past,  you  have  limited  yourself  to  the  traders’  tokens  of  such  places  as  Ashby-de-la-Zouch, 
Shipton-under-Wychwood  or  Ballyjamesduff,  then  why  not  have  a  go  at  the  great  trade 
coins  of  the  wider  world:  the  staters  and  sterlings,  denarii  and  dirhems,  bezants,  ducats 
and  dollars. 
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At  any  rate,  don’t  get  caught  in  a  rut.  If  your  taste  in  coinage  runs  to  Japanese  Gin,  you 
may  also  enjoy  the  subtle  intricacies  of  the  dinars  of  er-Rum. 

For  myself,  I  don’t  really  specialize  at  all,  probably  because  I  am  lazy  by  temperament, 
or  maybe  I  am  less  acquisitive  than  inquisitive.  There  is  nothing  I  enjoy  more  than  getting 
up  on  my  perch  with  a  good  book  and  absorbing  the  background  details  to  the  latest  of  my 
portrait  pieces. 


BOOK  POST  ABROAD. 

During  the  last  four  to  five  months  the  Book  Department  has  been  having  an  increasing 
number  of  enquiries  from  customers  abroad,  particularly  in  the  United  States,  asking  if  we 
have  received  their  orders. 

Each  case  has  been  investigated  to  ensure  that  no  slip-up  has  occurred,  but  most  times  we 
find  that  the  books  have  been  sent  off  and  an  insufficient  time  has  elapsed  to  allow  for  the  books 
to  arrive. 

We  should,  therefore,  like  to  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Postal  authorities  take,  on 
average,  four  weeks  to  deliver  packets  to  the  East  coast  of  America,  and  anything  up  to  six 
weeks  for  the  West  coast. 


LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

The  First  Bank  Notes.  I  have  with  great  interest  read  the  article  “  Collecting  Bank 
Notes  ”  by  C.  C.  Narbeth  in  the  August  issue  of  your  Bulletin.  There  is,  however,  something 
in  connection  with  a  statement  by  the  author  which  I  should  like  to  point  out. 

The  goldsmith’s  promisory  notes  can,  of  course,  be  regarded  as  a  sort  of  paper  money. 
They  cannot,  according  to  my  opinion,  be  described  as  such  in  a  modern  sense — rather  a  sort 
of  private  “  necessity  coins  ”  in  paper.  The  first  genuine  bank  notes,  which  fulfill  all  the 
necessary  conditions  that  such  instruments  must  present  (such  as  printed  formulas;  water 
marks ;  a  definite,  even  amount ;  freedom  from  the  need  to  deposit  against  them  another  sum 
in  metal  currency,  i.e.,  they  were  in  no  wise  receipts),  were  issued  by  the  Stockholm  Bank 
( Stockholms  Banco),  founded  by  Johan  Palmstruck.  The  first  notes  were  issued  in  July  1661, 
exactly  300  years  ago.  The  oldest  note  preserved  is  from  1662.  Notes  were  issued  until 
1668;  they  are  all  extremely  rare,  only  one  specimen  having  been  sold  in  the  open  market  for 
25  years.  The  bank  went  bankrupt,  having  been  forced  by  the  government  to  issue  too  many 
notes.  In  1668  the  still  existing  Sveriges  Riksbank  (Bank  of  the  Estates  of  the  Realm)  was 
founded  (being  “  the  parent  of  modern  banking,”  not  the  Bank  of  England).  The  notes 
of  the  Stockholm  Bank,  which  had  been  accepted  outside  Sweden  and  thus  were  not  a  strictly 
local  “  affair,”  had  come  into  disrepute,  and  the  Swedish  Riksbank  was  not  allowed  to  issue 
its  own  notes  until  1701.  Before  that  date  cheques,  promisory  notes  etc.,  which  were  issued 
by  the  bank  on  printed  formulas,  were  used  as  paper  money;  the  population  had  got  used  to 
this  means  of  payment.  From  the  end  of  the  1720’s  paper  money  was  definitely  established. 
Several  times  Sweden  has  had  a  paper  money  standard,  i.e.,  the  bank  notes  were  not  redeemable 
(1745-76,  1788-1803,  1808-34,  1931-);  the  notes  were  fortunately  not  issued  in  such  masses 
as  those  by  the  Low’s  bank  in  France,  and  the  inflation  was  more  moderate  and  less  ruinous. 
Europe’s  first  bank  notes  have  been  dealt  with  in  an  exhaustive  monograph,  edited  by  Sveriges 
Riksbank  and  written  by  A.  Platbarzdis:  Sveriges  forsta  banksedlar ,  Stockholms  Bancos 
sedelutgivning  1661-1668.  With  a  Summary  in  English.  234  pp.,  43  plates.  Stockholm  1960. 
Price:  35  Sw.  Crowns  (bound).  Only  to  be  ordered  from  Sveriges  Riksbank,  Stockholm  2.

Dating  the  Roman  Fort  at  Cramond.  The  last  builder  of  the  Roman  fort  at  Cramond, 
Edinburgh,  is  now  believed  to  have  been  the  Emperor  Septimius  Severus  (146-211).  This 
estimate  has  been  made  possible  through  the  finding  of  a  coin  issued  by  his  wife,  the  Empress 
Julia,  in  the  third  and  uppermost  floor  of  an  outhouse  investigated  during  excavations  now 
in  progress.  The  excavations  at  Cramond  have  been  carried  on  intermittently  over  the  past 
seven  years,  mainly  under  the  supervision  of  a  local  resident,  Mr.  Alan  Rae,  who  is  chief 
lecturer  in  History  at  Moray  House  College  of  Education,  Edinburgh. 

The  first  fort  at  Cramond  was  built  by  Antoninus  Pius  around  140-150  a.d.  but  at  least 
twice  the  buildings  were  partially  destroyed,  and  three  separate  “  floors  ”  have  been  uncovered 
in  many  buildings.  The  site  has  recently  yielded  some  fourth  century  pottery,  the  only 
example  of  this  date  to  be  uncovered  in  Scotland. 

Another  new  discovery  is  that  Septimius  Severus  built  extra  granaries,  some  of  which  cut 
across  the  site  originally  occupied  by  the  principia,  or  headquarters  block,  of  the  fort.  These 
granaries,  firmly  dated  by  the  recent  coin  discovery — it  was  identified  by  Miss  Ann  Robertson, 
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of  the  Hunterian  Museum,  Glasgow  University — are  believed  to  have  been  built  to  provide 
extra  stores  of  food  for  his  punitive  expedition  against  the  northern  tribes. 

Mr.  Rae  s  work  at  Cramond  has  already  given  archaeologists  some  reason  to  believe  that 
the  Romans  had  a  fort  at  Cramond  in  the  fourth  century — it  was  previously  thought  that  all 
garrisons  had  been  withdrawn  from  Scotland  before  then.  A  piece  of  pottery  hinting  strongly 
at  fourth-century  work,  and  two  coins  of  that  period  (these  may  be  “  strays  ”)  have  been  found. 

The  Severan  expedition  into  the  northern  part  of  the  island  in  the  early  third  century, 
for  which  the  emperor  himself  came  to  Scotland,  is  well  known,  but  the  importance  of  the 
recent  coin  find  is  in  no  way  diminished  by  this  previous  knowledge.  Should  any  further 
trace  of  fourth  century  occupation — more,  or  perhaps  more  definitely  dateable,  pottery,  or 
some  coins  of  that  period  be  turned  up  in  the  course  of  the  present  excavations,  historians 
will  have  to  alter  their  ideas  of  Roman  Scotland.— Glasgow  Herald ,  18th  July,  1961.
